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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Mr. Chairman and Members of the School Board: 


I submit for your consideration my fifth annual 
report of the schools of Thornton. 


The teachers for this year are: West Thornton, 
Catherine P. Barnard, a teacher of considerable suc- 
cessful experience; Lyford, Mabel J. Howland, teach- 
ing for the first time; Center Thornton, Mildred Simp- 
son, a teacher of successful experience and a holder 
of a N. H. teachers’ certificate; Mad River, Isabel F. 
Hazeltine, who is teaching her fourth successful year 
in this school. 


Standard tests have been given in all of the 
schools as a check upon the efficiency of our teaching. 
Last November, the State Board of Education gave 
special tests in arithmetic and spelling for the eighth 
grades. The results, in Thornton, were fair but be- 
low what they should have been. 


A contest is being carried on between the West 
Thornton school grades 4-8, and the Whitton school, 
Wolfeboro, in reading, writing, spelling and arithme- 
tic. The progress in the two schools is measured by 
standard tests given at about the same time and the 
results exchanged. 


In all of the schools this year special emphasis 
is being placed upon thought reading in place of word 
calling, reasoning in arithmetic in place of guessing, 
systematic study of spelling, practicing in writing, and 
trying to express just what we mean in the best pos- 
sible English. We do not expect to reach perfection 
by the close of the year but we do hope for marked 
improvement. The efficiency of the teaching, thor- 
oughness of the drill, and interest of the children de- 
termine the amount that may be accomplished.

Repairs have been made as follows: The entry floor 
at Lyford’s was repaired; the shed floor at Mad River 
was fixed temporarily but will need permanent re- 
pairs before the wood is put in another year; new toi- 
lets built at the Center School; Center and Mad River 
school buildings painted a second coat outside; jackets 
for stoves and ventilating systems set up; screens 
for three windows for each school building made and 
put on; and screen doors for all school buildings. 


The buildings are now in good condition with the 
exception of a sill and shed floor at Mad River. 


The weather, this year, has been favorable to 
good attendance, but in spite of it, the percentage 
drops during the colder weather. Warm weather is 
a better time for good attendance and consequently 
yields a larger dividend on the money invested in the 
schools. I believe your recommendation for a change 
in the school calendar is sound.
